WHAT DOES THE SENATE MEAN! 

The House passed the Anti-Lottery bill. the 
16th of August. It was understood at that 
time that sthe Senate was largely in favor of 
the bill and would pass it promptly. Indeed, 
before:that time it had been proposed serious- 
ly by the Senate committee to call the bill up 
and pasa it in order to expedite the action of 
the House. The latter body, however, has 
done its duty and’ nearly a moth has elapsed 
without any sign of action on the part of the 
Senate. What is the matter with that body? 
What secret influences ite at work to kill the 
bill by delay? 

The Senate should understand that the pub- 
lie is impatient of this delay and can find no 
other reasons for it ex@ept such as grow out of 
the well-known tactics of the lottery lobby 
and ite boodlers. It would not take the Sen- 
ate fifteen minutes to pase the dill if it were 
so disposed. It cannot be a matter of time | 
that causes the delay, for the Senate finds 
tizne to pass other bills not half so important. 
It cannot be ignorance of public sentiment, 
for the Senate is called upon to take action by 
the public press of the whole country. It can- 
nob be because its attention has not 
been called sifficiently to the impor- 
tance of the bill. The President him- 
self has sent an earnest special message to 
Congress not only expressing his own protest 
against the evil of the lottery and its perni- 
cious influence but conveying the earnest ap- 
peal of the Postmaster-General for authority 
to exclude the Louisiana gamblers from the 
mails and to forbid the carriage of their mail- 
able material, What, then; is. the cause of the 
delay? Has the Senate yielded to the impor- |. 
tunities of the lobby? Is boodle at its cor- 
fupt work? Is it allowing the agente of 
the lottery to carry out their favorite pol- 
icy Of defeating adverse legislation by de 
lay? It looks so. It is a little singular, to 
say the least, that at this late day time is 
given to the lottery agents to make long ar- 
guments and that time is granted to editors 
of Washington papers, who are the recipients 
of revenue from the lottery advertising, to 
come before the committee and kill time de- 
fending the gambling concern to the demoral- 
izing purposes of which they are prostituting 
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Joper Ctomno J. Laxpizy, who was nomi 
nated for Congress yesterday by the Repub- 
licans of the Eighteenth District, was the 
leading competitor of Mr. Franz Amberg for 
the Treasurership before the Republican 
State Convention. After a brief canvass he 
developed unexpected strength \ and polled a 
large vote for the nomination. He comported 
‘himeelf with dignity throughout the contest, 
and accepted his defeat in a spirit becoming a 
loyal Republican. No men in theState will 
more ardently wish for his success in the Con- 
gressional race than Mr. Amberg’s friends and 
supporters.
